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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Holderness: 


Your school board has given careful attention to the 
complex and important duties of their office and have en- 
deavored to mect the reasonable expectations of the public 
within the limitations of the law and means at their disposal. 
Six schools have been maintained thirty weeks each, agere- 
gating one hundred and eighty weeks. In the past year 
provision was also made for pupils iu fractional districts. 

We have been. extraordinarily fortunate in securing 
progressive, ambitious teachers, who have worked for the 
interests of the pupils most diligently and maintained such 
discipline as to result in very little and no serious trouble 
with pupils, and we have obtained splendid results. At the 
East Holderness, Coxboro, Carr and Bridge ‘schools, we 
have been able to keep the teachers for the year which has 
been very beneficial. In cousequence of Miss Sawyer’s 
leaving her school toward the latter part of the spring term, 
which necessitated a change of teachers at the Elm, we 
think that through Mrs. Smith’s diligent work there was 
nothing lost and we were able to keep the teachers at the 
Elm aud True for the fall and winter terms. 

The vacancy caused by the resignation of S. A. Bur- 
leigh, as superintent, in November was filled by the appoint- 
ment of John Keniston of P)ymouth to serve Mr. Burleigh’s 
unexpired term, who considering the short space of time to 
get familiarized with his duties, has done good work. 

In regard to the condition of the six school houses now 
in use, would say they are passable but much more might 
be done to make them more comfortable. In some cases 
the windows and floors are in bad condition and need atten- 
tion, especially if we are to continue on the thirty weeks a 
year system, which we necessarily must to get state aid, and 


38 


which necessitates extending the schools into cold weather. 
Also in some of the school rooms the furniture is inadequate 
to meet the demands of the public at the present time. 
Very little repairing has been done in the past year, except 
at the Bridge school, where a new floor has been laid which 
is decidedly an improvement. 


The laws regarding truancy, one of the most delicate 
and unpleasant duties, with ‘which a school board has to 
contend, we have endeavored to enforce with firmuess and 
kindness. However, there has been very little truancy. It 
is very pleasing to note the fact that little Flossie Sturte- 
vant, oue of the pupils at the Coxboro schoo], whose age is 
but five years, has lost but one day's attendance at school in 
the thirty weeks in the past year. 


The School Board recommends the following appropria- 
tions: Amount required by law, $1,410.00; in addition to 
amount required by law for general school purposes, $800.00; 
High school tuition, $500.00; school house repairs, $150.00; 
for flags and appurtenances. Balance now in the treasury 
sufficient f for district officers. 


A word Satay iY AeA) a matter of concern to all: 


- Professional ‘supervision has been a very perplexing 
question, in as much as it is apparently very evident that 
the law has not been strictly followed in accordance with its 
true intent and meaning, especially some of the items which 
has resulted more or less dissatisfactory. First, the law re- 
quires the union of twenty or more schools to form a dis- 
trict, which necessitetes co-operation with other towns to 
get the required number. Second, there must be a person 
found who, with special training for the work and other 
qualifications, would conscientiously serve the iuterests of 
the people to the best of his ability and meet the require- 
ments of his official duties, and as a business proposition 
should devote his whole time and energy to the work, thus 
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making school work a specialty. Third, he should receive 
a suitable compensation for. his labors in accordance with 
the responsibility with which he must necessarily be bur- 
dened. We feel sure that the deficiency which has hereto- 
fore existed can be supplied, and if the above requirements 
were carried out in detail in conformity with the intention 
vf the law, professional supervision would prove successful 
in every way. We are convinced that the value of our 
schools depends largely upon competent and wise super- 
vision, and we are in full sympathy with the sentiment 
which has placed upon our statutes a law which marks such 
an advance in educational interests whereby towns may 
unite in choosing and jointly secure the services of a super- 
intendent duly qualified, and as there is a growing and 
increasingly imperative demand for a better and more up- 
to-date system of schoo] supervision, we recommend that the 
town take some action in this direction. _We believe that 
in this age of progression and advancement, education in its 
beneficient light and efficiency stands at the head of all 
legacies we could leave our children, for an education once 
obtained cannot be taken from one and stands through life. 
What more appropriate then than to take advantage of the 
opportunity offered us and give them every possible advan- 
tage and bestow upon them benevolence and charity,— 
charity which extends beyond the act of alms giving or a 
benefaction.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


The short length of time I have been responsible for 
your schools has not enabled me to learn fully their condi- 
tions and needs. As it was, I made two half day visits to each 
school before the term closed. My purpose, at that time. 
was to observe the environment, to make myself at ease with 
the pupils and ascertain the opportunities for improvement. 

One feature gave me great pleasure, viz, the manifest 
purpose to make the best use of school opportunities, which 
appeared to be a part of the make up of nearly every pupil. 
Another feature was equally eucouraging; namely, the 
willingness of the school department to pay the price of 
good teachers and the expressed purpose of the school 
authorities to maintain this principle; without which, the 
desired success cannot be attained. 

The length of the school year is good; yet,if the people 
will find a way of adding the possibility of two weeks more 
it probably will add much to the chance of maintaining a 
more complete graded course of study. 


I found no system of recording the standing or attain- 
ments of pupils. This being kept only in the minds of 
teachers is liable to work to the disadvantage of scholars, 
when inevitable changes of teachers take place. It leaves 
the pupil in much the same condition as the corner describ- 
ed in a deed, as “‘a pencil mark on a fence.” The fence has 
been removed. Where is the corner? 

I have, elsewhere, found a carefully planned system of 
record, report and promotion very helpful to all connected 
with the schools. Atone time the State Superintendent 
expressed to me a strong approval of the idea. With it, 
the best pupils do better, the middle class are inspired to 
more earnest effort and even the poorest are likely to re- 
spond to the call for improvement. The teachers welcome 
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the idea and are disposed to give it hearty snpport. This, f 
plan to put into complete operation with the opening of the 
spring term, should it meet your approval. 

There is no reason why the rural schools of your town 
ean not become first class in ability to fit their graduates for 
the High school and academies and withal give aa oppor- 
tunity for acquiring a thorough understanding of the com- 
mon school branches. 

J noticed an attempt to carry out the state program of 
study for elementary schools, with varying degrees of suc- 
cess. The teachers are co-operating with me in the effo:t to 
make the scheme practical, and are disposed to make extra 
effort in bringing each pupil up to the requirements of his 
grade, by the end of the school year, in June next. 

If your town maintains first class grammar schools, its 
finished product deserves recognition. The day of com- 
pletion of prescribed study can be made a day for honoring 
the faithful and thus stimulate all to better application. 
No donbt, all desire solid instruction tor the basis of school 
work. When a pupil has accomplished the requirements a 
creditable form of graduation will give an uplift to the 
whole system. I trust this will meet with your approval. 

The installation of slate blackboards in each school 
house will be of great benefit to the physical conditions of 
the school houses and add much to the comfort of the pupils, 
also reduce the strain to the eyesight. A little expenditure 
each year will please each school and not be a burden. 

I take pleasure in submitting this to you as my report 
to be publish in your annual report at your discretion.
